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Applicant's arguments filed December 13, 2007 with respect to claim 1 have been fully considered, but 
they are not persuasive. 

Summary of Remarks regarding claim 1: 

Applicant argues that none of the cited references teach or suggest comparing user's face- 
picture (A) with the face-picture of a particular person, who is categorized as suspected (B), as required 
by the claim. (Applicant's Resp. 8, December 13, 2007.) 
Examiner's Response regarding claim 1: 

The word "suspect" by definition means "imagine to be the case or true or probable". Claim 1, 
line 6 cites "particular person, who is categorized as suspected" that the Examiner regards as highly 
subjective when questioning who in fact is a "suspected" person in light of such a broad definition 
given. A suspected person is not just a random person, so long as there is some degree of weight in 
suspicion that the person in question is true or probable. Under this interpretation, it is fair to say that 
Lin discloses a face registration method that suspects the user is registered (i.e. a particular person who 
is categorized as suspected), based on the proof that the image analysis algorithm is calculating on the 
basis of that suspected belief. This reasoning is also true for both Dobashi and Okazaki. 

The Examiner suggests the Applicant further limit such a broad scope of that particular element 
to possibly overcome the prior art of record - such as what limiting criteria being sought for the truth 
of a person under suspicion (e.g., a person with a prior criminal record).
